vestigator* hnv* enabled growers to 
minimise th* loss Riistalned from thtg 
Injury or disease. 

This was a statement made yester¬ 
day to the British Columbia branch 
of the Cnnndtun Hoclety of Technical 
Agriculturists at Its annual meeting 
her* by R. C. 1’aimer, asaistant ap- 
l>ertntendenl of the Summerland Ex¬ 
perimental Station, who has h*4 
• barge of this Important work- 

These experiments. Mr. Palmar 
said, covered the history of the apple 
from the time of blossoming till its 
sale In the stores.

D IABETES i( a disease which is reeognixed 
a* a failure of oxidation; that is, a failure 
to oxidize carbohydrates. Carbohydrates repre¬ 
sent the sugar and starches of our food, and 
constitute the greater portion of what we eat. 

The failure to oxidize and digest carbohydrate* 
it obviously a most serious matter to the dia¬ 
betic. Either he completely loses the food 
through its appearing as sugar in the urine, or, 
what is still more serious, the sugar accumulates 
in the tissue cells and constitutes toxic material.

Evidently Sir Herbert Holt is more than satisfied 
with Canada's industrial progress. No doubt he would 
be surprised to learn from a number of budding eco¬ 
nomists that conditions art not at all satisfactory, that 
he does not know what he is talking about, and that we 
should not export any of our raw materials even though 
that is necessary to increase the exports of our manu¬ 
factured products and promote our foreign trade. 

A fearful lot of nonsense, in many cases arising 
from sheer ignorance of economic facta, is being talked 
a^H witten about the export of raw material. Those 
who are doing this talking and writing apparently are 
not aware that the raw material, form n\ore than a 
third of all the exports of the United States. Our 
neighbor's exports of raw cotton exceed $900,000,- 
000 annually. Indeed American exports of raw ma¬ 
terial under three or four heads alone are equal to the 
entire export trade of Canada, manufactured and un¬ 
manufactured. 

Nobody, however, has arisen in the United States 
to demand that raw cotton be not exported. It is for¬ 
tunate for Canada, and particularly for Great Brit¬ 
ain. that this raw material is exported from the re¬ 
public. If it were not. important industries in both 
of those countries which depend on American cotton 
would go out of business. Canada's imports of raw 
cotton alone amount to $25,000,000 a year. And 
we import heavily of other raw materials necessary to 
the maintenance of our industries. 

The Aluminum Company of America is spend¬ 
ing $100,000,000 in Quebec, but it must import iU 
raw material, from the West Indies. Now if the ex¬ 
port of raw material were bad in principle and were 
prohibited by other countries as well as by Canada.

Tells of Vast Water Re¬ 
sources of B.C. 


'Character Reader of Chicago 
to Speak Monday at Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce 


British Columbia's water-power 
lesources end facilities art set out 
In a comprehensive manner In a re¬ 
port prepared and published by the 
Provincial I department of Lands and 
now available. 

I'p to this time a paper prepared 
by Dr- Arthur R White, after a sur- 
very carried out under the Commis¬ 
sion on t'onservatlon appointed by 
the Federal Government, has been 
the standard authority on water 
power in the Province. 

G. R. C. Conway, consulting en¬ 
gineer. also gathered material for 
such a report for the Panama-Paci¬ 
fic Exposition at Han Francisco In 
1916. 

With reference to the undeveloped 
water powers of British Columbia, 
tha latest article says: 

“The tout available watsr power 
of the Province has been variously 
estimated at from 2.000.090 to 2,600.- 
000 horespower, though these esti¬ 
mates include certain sites on the 
Lower Fraser. Thompson and Hkeena 
Rivers, where the presence of main 
lines of railway lias rendered de¬ 
velopment Improbable.” 

lavishly lllustruted with pictures, 
the report describes the water de¬ 
velopment thkt hns already taken 
place in the Province. Hallent de¬ 
tails are given of dum and flume 
construct Ion. and power generutfng 
plant and equipment at the various 
factories and mills In the Province 
where water power has been har¬ 
nessed. The systems adopted to sup¬ 
ply the cities of British Columbia 
with electrical power are also de¬ 
scribed. 

The latter half of the report Is de¬ 
voted to a particular I xe<l description 
of known undeveloped water sites in 
the Province. The source, course and 
outlets of various rivers capgbln of 
providing water power are described. 
Probable construction requirements 
are outlined and the probable amount 
of power that could be generated Is 
estimated In many rases. In other 
cases sites are listed and maximum 
and minimum power estimates 
given.

USE OF ROCKS 

The nest point to remember is that 
the rocks should not be placed so ss 
to form an exhibition of rock work. 
The utility of the stones Is In their 
power to abeorb and retain moisture. 
In Insuring a cool, moist root-run fo: 
the plunta which lodge between them 
in the partial ahade they give the 
plants, and lastly the accommodation 
they provide for such subjects as 
love to ramble over and around rocks 
or to trail down their faces.

A very large number of vegetable 
seeds are now grown on the Island 
and the adjacent islands In the Gulf 
and these are sent to every part of 
the world. Flower seeds in many 
varieties are produced In larger 
quantities year by year and find a 
ready sale. Sweet peas are produced 
In exceedingly large qusntltles and 
are considered the very best seed 
procurable. 

Ho much faith in the climate of 
Vancouver Island and the careful¬ 
ness of the growers, have the British 
seed houses that when a partriularly 
good new variety of sweet pea. of 
whleh the seed Is very scarce, is to 
be Increased In the shortest possible 
i lime, it Is sent to Vancouver Island 
i growers. This Is because the chances 
of failure are less here than in any 
1 other part of the world. 

CLIMATE SUITS SEEDS 

Again, many flowers that do not 
set seed or set seed very poorly In 
the Old Country »et*eeed quite freely, 
here; This Is particularly trus of < 
many c hoice Alpine planla and It Is I 
mitlV'pfPhlrWi) twtr tn the- hrtve* trwts-i 
port of the Industry will Increase to 
a very large extent. 

The matter of bulb production Is 
also getting on Its feet. Here again | 
the cheap labor of Holland Is the i 
difficulty. But quality again comes I 
In and the quality of many of the 
bulbs grown here Is equal. If not 
superior, to the best class of Holland 
bulbs. It must be remembered that 
the very cheap Holland bulbs offered 
for sals are not the first quality 
of that country's production. In 
fact, It Is seldom that the vary high¬ 
est quality of Holland bulbs are of¬ 
fered for sale. 

The Experimental Farm at Bidney 
has been doing a grout work In mak- | 
ing experiments In bulb growing. A 
year or so ago. bulbs grown on this | 
farm were sent to all the other ex¬ 
perimental farms In the Dominion 
for trial and In all cases they were 
pronounced to be equal and In some 
rases superior to the Holland-grown 
article. The writer saw some bulbs j 
at the farm last Pkll that for sise. j 
soundness and general quality could j 
not he beaten In any part of ths 
world.

TTiave referred morelhah'dhce lo‘ 
the “walls,” and ’’terraces” or “plat¬ 
forms' which characterise this part 
of the hills and extend right through 
to the Sooke Road and along Its side.

But the story of those days of 
fervent heat In early Tertiary days 
Is recorded In these beds of sedi¬ 
mentary tuffs and scorlaceous frag¬ 
ments as well as In the lavas and 
dolerlte sheets and dykes.'
